Industrial Conference Begins Its |
Efforts to Accomplish a
Tremendous Task.

MANY PLANS ARE SUEGESTED

Radical Elements in the Steel Strike
Getting the Worst of It--British
Railway Strike Ended—Senate
Deadlock on Peace Treaty
Posaible,

Alurm over the condition of Presi-
fent Wilson was considerably allayed
by the fuvorable reports fssued lust
week hy his physiciuns, He was kept
qulet, In spite of hls protests, and wis
not permitted to pay any atlentlon (o
the mass of publie business awaiting
him. The result of this treatment was
his steady Improvement, though e
may not be able to resume hig ofMelnl
dutles for some thme, The innetivity
Irkedd him grestly and Mres. Wilkon tnd
the doctors had te exercige their in-
genulty to keep him from getting in

communiention with public men.

Of course the president could not
attend the opening of the industrial
conference which he had sumumoned,
but it begun irts sessions, I the Puan-
American bullding, with 60 delegntes
present, equally  divided among the
publie, the employers and lnbor, See-
retnry of the Interlor Lane wus inide
permunent chalrmun nnid then the del-
epates, split Into groups, got husy on
the program that should be followed,
Nuturally, they were swamped with
Sugrestlons of all sorts and from all
purts of the country, and the job of
sifting out the reasonnble plins wis o
blg one. The rules gdopied were i
slgned o prevent the wasting of time
by extremists and eranks who might
wish to talk at length on thelr theories,
whether radical or roactionury.

the radicals were routed and the sol-
dlers were posted throughout the town
the steel workers who wished to work
roturned to the mills in greatly In-
crensed numbers.  In the entire Chi
cago district many mote plants re
sumed operation, the average foree he
ing perbaps 60 per cent of normal.

In the Enst also the authorities were
aetive agulnst the radicals, the most
spectnenlar happening belng o rald at
Welrton, W. Va., in which 187 alleged
members of the I, We W, were selged,
marched to the pubdle square and
foreed to kneel and kiss the Ameriean
fing. Seven of them were held by fed-
eral agents and the rest were run out
of the town., These were all Finns
and the strike lender there sald if it
wag true thont they were reds organ-
izedd Ilnbor would not defend them,

Though the people of the United
Stutes generally have no great love
for the United States Steel corpori-
tlon, and though Chalrman Gary did
not arouse any incrensed sympathy for
It by bhis talk to the senate committee
on lubor, there Is o widespread feeling
that & vietory for It In this strike will
be benefieial to the country as u whole;

And at the
same time comes word that the Ruas-
slian volunteer army has surprised and
attncked the Ukralnlans, a violent hat-
tle  resulting. Further north  the
troops of the north Russian government
had some successes agulnst the reds
and Admiral Kolehak reported that his
Siberlun troops hiud recovered Tobolsk
from them. An inderesting story from
Helsingfors, Finland, Is 1+ the effect
that Trotzky tried to bring about the
urrest of Lenipe, but falled and ine
stead was himself placed under arrest
in Mogeow on orders of the bolshevik
premler,

serving in Siberin are beginning to
come howe, and the publle should he
prepared to hear all kinds of stories of
the shocking hardships these lads
think they have undergone. Purther-
wore, It 18 sald to he cortaln that in-
vestigution into the actions of eertnln
of thelr officers will be demnnded.

Whasghington,—Wholesale raids upon
lijuor dealers are being  planned by
the government, New  legisiation
which will be In force In less than a
fortnight "‘'makes Illegal (he sale of
Hauor contuining move than one-half
of 1 per cent aleohol, This puts into
the hands of Attorney General Palmer
the power for which he has been wnit-
Ing. before prosecuting the illiclt M-
quor dealers,

Reports on liguor sales are being
made by government agents now, it
was lenrned.
